He condemned the legal loopholes in 
existing laws, which enablo top earners 
to save Vast amounts of money while 
the lower-income members of society 
ure denied such possibilities. 

Some moves have already been 1nudo 
to make things a bit moro difficult for 
the high-income bracket. Tax-deductil= 
ble losses must not exceed the actual 
sum of money invested, 

However, necessity is tho mother of 
invention, an clever tax experts will al=- 
ways find new loopholes, opening tho 
door to new ways of saving tax ‘legally’. 

The SPD tax expert, Dieter Spöri, a 
bitter opponent of unjustified tax sa- 
vings, complains: “The problem is we 
just can't keep up with the pace of new 


developments on the investments 
market.” 
Tax laws, for example, allow 


concealed assets a tax-favoured realisi- 
tion when a company is sold, The idea 
is to save the retiring owner of the firm 
from moving into the top tax bracket. 

In addition, there are considerable 
free, allowances iti case of sale. Clever 
company promoters have combined this 
arrangement with another tax stipuld- 
tion, which enables the acquisition costs 
of low-value goods (up to DM800 per 
item) to be fully written off during the 
year of purchase and then offset agalnst 
any proflls yielded, . 

For example, anyono who sets up 4 
chicken farm can write off each indivi 
dual chicken as an economic Item, not 
to mentlon the her-house and tlio 
chicken ladder, 

The value of the farm suddenly crops 
to zero and the accounts very soon in 
fuct register a loss. If this farm is then 
sold after the year is up, the prolîls 
made are lax-favoured.

How does it pull out the colder,’ hea.

Why doesn't it just flow over the cold 
alr in the foothills region of the Alps 
and make it way northward?. 

Experts agree that foohn is caused 
amongst other things by the speed of 
flow and the: resultant “thrust 
tenslon™' of the alr masses Oi the moun- 
tain ridge. 

However, both the strength and the 
duration of these fall winds are dificult 
to predict. : 

A further unsolved problem is the 
medical-meteorological aspect, the ef- 
fects of the foehn on human beings. It 
is precisely to find this out that the 
foehn is being exactly measured in 50° 
called “oross:sections", vertical areas in 
the atmosphere at a height of between 
three and five kilometres. 

They have been plotted right across 
the St. Qotthard and Brenner passes,

Experiments are not just almed at ac- 
quiring data on the effects of weather 
on a large scale, but also at explaining 
certin occurences in smaller arts, for 
example the foehn storms in the Alpine 
vallêya.
